Out into the sea stretch the various 
“moles," the most conspicuous being the 
old and new moles, while at tho northern 
end of the town riee the towers, battle¬ 
ments, and crumbling walls of the old 
Moorish castle—an imposing relic of the 
days of Moslem ascendency. In the 
distance, among the hills and groves, 
peeps out the ancient little town of San 
R^^e—a curious place, and well worthy 
a visit. Every where about as well as on 
the rock you are reminded of the faqt that 
Gibraltar is, first of all, a fortress 
Soldiers and guards, deploying, lounging, 
or on post, present themselves at every 
turn ; high up on the cliffs the diminished 
figures of sentinels are seen pacing to and 
fro; in the pleasure gardens the most 
noticeable persons are the officers, stroll¬ 
ing and taking their ease ; the tattoo of 
drums, the roar of cannon at stated 
hours, the opening and closing of tlie 
great gates that separate the fortress from 
the town, all impress one with the military 
importance of the place. % Still more 
marked appears the military character of 
the rock, as you glance up toward the 
beetling clifts, and see, yawning from in¬ 
numerable port-holes, and above long 
ranges of battlements, and from many an 
embrasure and turret, the cannon which 
guard the entrance to the Mediterranean; 
and as, curious *to behold the marvels of 
the fortress in their details, you cross the 
draw- bridge, go under the low arched 
gateways, pass the parade and A lameda, 
ascend the irregular streets which creep 
in steps up the sides of the crag*, leave 
behind the quaint old Moorish castle, and 
at last find yourself literally entering the 
rock through an iron gateway The first 
glance ieveals the immense labors which 
have been undertaken to perfect by art 
the defenses with which nature has 
endowed Gibraltar. One sees before him 
a series of galleries, tunnels, and excava¬ 
tions, conducting apparently into a blank 
of Cimmerian darkness. Here, far above 
the beach, are dug out long tunnels at 
the very edge of the headlong cliff; ami 
as you pass along them, guided by the 
light ot torches, you observe port-holes nt 
intervals of fifteen or twenty feet, with 
brass ordnance creeping out menacingly 
from every one. Ascending constantly, 
you find that there is tier after tier of 
these tunnels. There, if necessity should 
arise, the gunners might stand and pour 
their deadly fire upon fleet or cohort, 
perfectly shielded by the massive aud 
solid rock, which no missile, however 
destructive, could no more than feebly 
indent.. The Windsor Galleries, wliic^ 
are excavations wholly within the roctfT 
from a continuous subterranean passage 
of two thousand feet in length, twelve 
feet high, and twelve wide, and this pas¬ 
sage ascends by the same zigzag course 
which is seen in the great roads that wind 
over the Alps, till it gives an outlet near 
the summit.— Gkoroe M. Towle, in 
Harper't Magazine for June.

Surely, despotism and tho 
very opposite of humanity cannot bj car¬ 
ried further. We will simply point out 
what a condition has been created by 
such intolerance in the Bajtic provinces, 
what insurmountable obstacles are met 
with in Russia by foreign missions, Bible 
Si*cieties, etc. Much*d<ffcried Turkey 
offers a pleasing contrast in all those re¬ 
lations. Tolerance is an inherited maxim 
of government in Turkey. Daring the 
many conquests made by Christian nations 
in the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, 
they imposed their faith upon tlie 
comiuored races with fire and $word. Wo 
need only mention Spain and America. 
The Sultan, however, declared directly 
after the conquest of Constantinople that 
the different Christian churches were to 
be loft uudisturbed in their belief, and to 
the present day th ; Christians of Turkey 
have had their owl church government. 
All tjiat lias been required of them is that 
tne^f should raise the imposed taxes. This 
lu/fy have been more indolence and indif¬ 
ference ; but tlie fact remains. . It is also 
a fact that tho heavy oppression of taxa¬ 
tion in Turkey, justly compUined of by 
tne Christians, is exercised far more 
harshly by their own clergy than Dy the 
Turkish government. That government 
lias, especially lately, shown itoell very 
tolerant toward missions and Christian 
associations, has lent a willing hand to 
the foundation of the bishopric of Jerusa¬ 
lem. has given the site for new ohuiches, 
or generously contributed, etc. We have 
recently seen how the American mission, 
which have many fl mrishing schools and 
institutions in Bulgaria, when tho ques¬ 
tion of a Russian occupation of Bulgaria 
was first raised, applied anxiously fcjr pro¬ 
tection to the English Government, their 
own being unwilling to meddle in 
European affairs. They feared that there 
would bo an end to religious tolerance as 
soon as the Russians entered Bulgaria, 
and began to apply Russian principles also 
t * the country. But we will leave that 
unnoticed for the present, for tbs purpose 
of contrasting it with the unfortunate 
position of the Catholic Church in Russia. 
We have uftsn had to combat ultra- 
montane papers when tliov foolishly talk¬ 
ed of a persecution, of a diocletian pel se¬ 
dition of the Catholic Churchin Germany. 
But there can be no ddubt that a perse¬ 
cution, a cruel persecution of the Catholic 
Church has been going on for years in 
Russia. The reports wc oursoves have 
received wen* so fearful and horrible that 
we Lid them aside, because we thought 
them mianthcnticqted and exaggerated, 
aud also because we especially, who had 
always frankly censured Russia for her 
biameuhle proceedings in tlie Ersteru 
question, wished to avoid eveu the sem¬ 
blance of animosity. But now that the 
English Government has submitted to 
Parliament miners on the subject, it 
would have boen a sin of omission ou our 
part no t » revert to it. . . The facts as 

given in these reports have such a touch¬ 
ing eloquence that it is superfluous to add 
another word. If wc did not know 
already that Russia invades Turkey for 
qui to other purposes, the facts as stated 
would bo sufficient to shoiv tiiat Russia is 
not impelled by zeal for humanity."

THK BATTLP. Of DATJUH—TURKISH VICTORY 
IN ASIA MINOR. 

London, May 14. — A Batoum special 
of Friday says “About fiye o’clock this 
morning the Russian forces, largely aug- 
mei ft d,advffi^d with batteriep,andmade 
a furious attack upon the heights defend¬ 
ing Batoum on the land side, which were 
occupied by Bashi-Bazouks. The Otto¬ 
man troopR were entrenched upon the 
slopes and ledges of the hills, and opened 
a firo of cannon and musketry which 
literally mowed tho Russians down in 
swathes. They fell by scoros and hun¬ 
dreds on tho plain below the Turkish 
positions. Durin; their attempts to 
make way against this fire a body of 
Turkish horse and fort, taking advantage 
of the thick forest, broke forth upon The 
Hank of the Russian column, and effected 
a great slaughter, the Muscovites being 
upon ground perfectly open, and having 
no choice but io fight or fly. In a short 
tune the spot which was the scene of this 
flank movement becama covered with 
dead and dying Russians, but the enemy 
quickly brought up reinforcements, and 
the battle was renewed with much deter¬ 
mination for many hours. The offorts of 
the assailants were ut sporately maintain¬ 
ed, bTlt towards midday their artillery firo 
slackened, and they at length withdrew." 

The victory was won by the extraor¬ 
dinary courage of the Bashi-Bazonks.

.oaflLmsness to which few but Sir John A. 
Moedonald can lay a claim. One of Sir 
.John's strong points rn a leader is that h3 
has no political character to lose. No 
deed that he can perform can injure his 
imputation. *1 in very different with 
istate^men liko Messrs. J31oke and Mac¬ 
kenzie, whoso private and political record 
*re unspotted and unimpeachable ; and 
therefore it in not surprising that they felt 
like dealing s >*uewhat sharply with the 
men who hod upwt an entire summer in 
trying to blacken tipeir reputations. 
Whilst tho Government lawufeftted that 
indignation which men conscious of their 
hcme*ty and uprightness always show in 
presence of their Uftducers, the Opposi¬ 
tion were hitter and violent because they 
cannot get office. Mr. Itymal once de¬ 
clared that the proverbial bear robbed of 
her whelps is mildness personified com 
pared with the Tory out of office, and the 
recent session furnished many scandal¬ 
ous though very striking illustrations of 
tho truth of this statement. Under these 
circumstances it is not at all remarkable 
that there should be a little more than the 
usual amount of temper displayed in the 
debates. It could not well be otherwise 
The Government wero determined to 
.defend their every act—they succeed 
ed triumphantly—knowing as 
that oi’ery act of theirs was performed 
honestly u.nd from the best motives and 
their opponents came determined to mis¬ 
represent, traduce and falsify when it 
seemed probable that political capital 
could be made by such disreputable 
tactics. It would have said little for the 
Government if they had not warmly 
resented such political warfare. It is 
only given to such politicians as Sir John 
A. Macdonald to act the part of tho 
Japanese who smiled blandly when 
caught in a gross falsehood and pleasant¬ 
ly observed to the man that caught him, 
“you are too clever forme.” 

Tho session will be long remembered 
for the Tory scandals brought to light. 
The secret service disclosures not only 
prove that Sir John A. Macdonald retain¬ 
ed public money for two years after he 
left office and had no more right to it 
than any man on the street, but the dates 
show- as clearly as indirect evidenco can 
that largo sums were taken from this 
fund to assist Tory condidates in their 
elections. We have good reason to 
believe that evidence will be yet forth¬ 
coming which will put this matter beyond 
the possibility of a doubt. Sir John 
ordered certain documents to bo destroyed 
when he was about to loa\e office, but he 
may not have covered up his tracks as 
well as ho supposed. The Northern rail¬ 
way revelations, too, throw a flood of 
light on the past history of Toryism. We 
know now where at least a part of the 
money used to come from to help such 
candidates as John Beverly Robinson, 
and we shall know more before the next 
election takes place. When a compara¬ 
tively short and poor railway like the 
Northern cjuld be bled so freely, we can 
well understand what drafts were made 
upon the more wealthy corporations. A 
fitting sequel ^r> these damaging exposures 
was tho disgusting hypocrisy of Sir John 
A. Macdonald, Rufus Stephenson, Grand 
Master Bowell, and others of that ilk, in 
linking a savage onslaught on Mr.

The European SltufUiqp 


The London World sums up a review 
of the situation thus :— 

That Austria will move troops into 
Bosonia, is most probable. line of 

action for England is probably marked 
out. There are tasks wo cannot, and 
tasks that we can, undertake. Wo can¬ 
not cope with Russia in the open held ; 
for our small contingent offforty thousand 
men, far from its base, would soon dwin¬ 
dle to a slyidow. But wo can defend 
Constantinople if need bo ; wr can pre¬ 
vent Crete falling into other hands. And 
wo believe it will be found that no sooner 
will Russia have arowe4 the frontier than 
our Government will dispatch what forco 
it can collect, not to Constantiple. but t<> 
7 ''*«• and to tho peninsula pn the west 
,7'~danelles ; there to bide events 
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aid to the Turk, but ready, Uf r 
68ts are directly threatened, to omi)? v 
lines|west cf Constantinople, and hold 
them against all comers. 

In the blackness of the situation one 
gleam of light shines out. We have at 
length learned that Prince Bismark’s re- 
tfroment, which it i6 endeavored to at¬ 
tribute to German politics, is due to his 
inability to bring tho Emperor to bis 
views regarding war with Erance. The 
Emperor, stern as he is, shrinks from 
the idea of so soon entering on another 
groat war without any immediate striking 
provocation, and the Chancellor sees all 
his efforts foiled. All his plans have 
been in vain. While Gortschakoff has 
conquered the Czar and made of him an 
unwilling tool, the old German 
Kaiser is firm and unyielding ; and oven 
the great Bismark has to give way. The 
influence of the Prince Imperial, and of 
‘ that Englishwoman,” whom Bismark 
likos not, are to be traced in this. If 
Europo is spared the horrors of this war 
in the West, in which Italy would as¬ 
suredly have chimed im. all the horrors 
of the war in tho East may more 
easily be borne. 

The voice of the British people has not 
vet spoken. Led away on false tracks 
Englishmen luive been hoodwinked and 
deoeiyed. With statesman-like reticence 
our Ministers have said no word against 
the Government of the Czar. But when 
Russia throws aside the mask , when 
®® r Government speaks out, and tells 
the deeds of lying and chicanery which 
it knows full well; when the English 
people learn how they have been cheat¬ 
ed and beguiled—with one voice tho 
nation will cry out to bo revenged for tho 
deceit, and will demand that onr honor, 
and our interests be protected by tl»o 
might of our strong right arm.

MITTEE IN THE IIKUKSY CASK. 

Montreal, May 10 —The Committee 
of the Methodist Church appoirted to 
investigate) the charges of liersey prefer 
red against ltuv. Jas Hoy by Rev. John 
Borland, have presented tho following 
judgement:— 

•‘We find that the charge of fifth count, 
which we have considered first, viz., that 
rolating to the authority of the Holy 
Scriptures as a rule of faith, lias been 
sustained. 

“That tli charge on tho first count re¬ 
lating to the Trinity, has been sustain¬ 
ed. 

“That the charge on the aecoud count, 
relating to tho Incarnation, has been 
sustained, 

“That tho charge on the third count, 
relating to tho Atoueir ent, has been Sus¬ 
tained. 

“On the fourth count of tho charge we 
find, first, that the references of Mr 
Itoy to the subject of retribution oro few 
ana limited ; socond that Mr; Roy does 
not fully hold tha teachings of Wesley re¬ 
garding the basis of the sinner’s condem¬ 
nation ; third tnat we gladly recognize 
the fact that Mr. Roy avow* his decided 
belief in tho eternity of future retribu¬ 
tion. ' 

“We therefore regret to bo obliged to 
condemn tho toaching promulgated by 
Mr. Roy in his pamphloc as rationalistic, 
and in some respects absolutely Unitarian 
and in nearly every respect Socinian in 
their tendencies. We regret that we 
find iu these teachings not only a de¬ 
parture from the standards of faith of 
tho Methodist Church of Canada, but 
also a docidod antagonism to the ortho¬ 
dox views of all evangelical Churches,an !

NARROW ROADWAYS. 

In bis paper on “Village improvement 
Associations” (Scribner for May,) Colonel 
Waring advocates narrow roadways. He 
says : 

- Tho great expense of Macadamizing or 
Telfordizing puts these systems out of the 
reach yf small communities. Wherever 
tho original expense can be borne, the 
subseqent cost of maintenance will be so 
light, and the result generally will ho so 
satisfactory as to make it always a good 
investment. The circumstances under 
which these costly forms of construction 
may be adopted will be generally extend¬ 
ed if we can overcome the prevalent 
American prejudice in favor of wide 
roadB. Against wide streets ther<r*s as a 
rule no objection, though exceptional 
narrow and well shaded lanes have a 
charm that will always commend thorn 
to persons of taste. A wide street, that 
is, broad spaces between fences, by no 
means implies a broad roadway. All we 
need in tho pcipoipal thoroughfare of a 
busy village isstWh a width as will allow 
of the easy passiiT^of vehicles in the mid¬ 
dle of the road, amPhc standing of one 
vehicle at rest at each side. This will be 
accomplished even in the business street 
of a villagoby a width of roadway of thirty 
feet Under most other circumstances 
twenty feet of roadway will be ample.This 
will allow of the moving of three vehicles 
sido by side, and will give a leeway of six 
foot between two vehicles passing each 
otner. * In tho island of .Jersey 
there are many excellent roads only six 
feet wide. These are provided with fre¬ 
quent little bays or turn-outs to allow 
teams to puss each other. Although such 
extremely narrow roads are not to he re¬ 
commended, the difference in comfort 
and economy of team power hetwetm 
thesv ami tho average American dirt ro.-m 
is enormously m their favor. 'I he widest 
roads in Jorsoy, lending _fivni a busy 
town o r thirty thousand inhabitants into 
a thickly seitlcd farming region, where 
business and plcauro travel is very ac¬ 
tive. and where excursion cars carrying 
thirty or forty persons are constantly 
passing, arc only twenty feet wide ; often 
only of this width between the hedge 
row’s, tho road itself being an excellent 
foot path its whole width. Nowhere 
else in the world is the rural charm 
more perfectly developed than in .Jersey, 
and no eloment of its great beaut}’ is so 
conspicuous and so constantly satisfactory 
as its narrow’ and embowered lanes and 
roadways.

If tho jelly is t > still' for use, beat it well 
up and add a little cold water. Com¬ 
mence whitewashing oyer the window, 
and so work from tlio light; lay off the 
work into that done, and not all in one 
direction, as in painting. Distemper 
color af any tint may ho made by using

—as ochre, chromo, Dutch pink, raw 
sienna for yellows and buff; Venetian 
red, burnt sienna, Indian red, or purple 
brown for reds ; celestial blue ultramarine 
indigo for blues ; red and bluo for purple, 
grey or lavender ; red lead and chrome 
for orange ; Brunswick green for greens. 


DURABILITY OF SHINGLES 

Fanners generally use shingles on the 
roofs of their buildings, and without 
doubt they make a good perhaps on the 
whole, the best, covering. Hood pine 
shingles will lust from twenty to thirty 
years,and the best of shaved coder nearly 
as long. Sawed shingles arc not nearly 
as durable as shaved ones. The nails 
cent to rust off with the sawed shingles, 
and th<5 roof ia a few years becomes 
leaky. If the shingles, whether shaved 
or aawpd, ho dipped in lime water before 
b^ing Ibid they will last much longer. We 
have seen shingles laid that were first 
dipped in strong lime water, ami when 
well dried werodippml into thin red paint 
uudafter the roof waftcnvcred.it was again 
painted. llboTs so treated will last more 
than enough longer to pay the additional 
cost. In a country where shingles are 
very cheap, this would n« t be of much 
consequence, but generally it would be, 
and wo call attention to it, because the 
lime water and paint are within roach of 
all, and can be easily used.
